Care to be Taken During Handling 



• Do not clean the product with organic solvents such as thinner or alcohol 
benzene. 

• Places of high temperature and humidity should be avoided. Particular 
care should be taken regarding vehicles, which can become very hot 
inside. 

• Storing the camera where pesticides and chemicals are handled should be 
avoided. 

Remove from case and store in a well-ventilated place to prevent the 
camera from becoming moldy during storage.

• The liquid crystal display will become black at temperatures of 
approximately 60°C (140°F) but will return to normal when normal 
temperatures are returned to. 

• The response speed of the liquid crystal display becomes slow at low 
temperatures. 
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• This is due to the properties of the liquid crystal and is not a fault. 

• Remove dust from the lens and viewfinder using a blower or clean off dust 
using a lens brush. 

• Periodic checks are recommended every 1 to 2 years in order to maintain 
high-performance. 

• When the camera has not been used for a long time, confirm that it is still 
working properly, particularly prior to taking important pictures (such as at 
a wedding or during travelling). Pentax is not responsible for consequential 
damages (costs incurred as a result of taking pictures, loss of benefits that 
were to be obtained through taking pictures) arising from failure of this 
product. 

• If the camera is subjected to rapid temperature changes, condensation 

may form on the inside and outside of the camera. Therefore put the 
camera in a bag or plastic bag, and take the camera out when the 
difference in temperature has subsided. 

• The temperature range in which the camera can be used is 0°C to 40°C 
(32°Fto 104°F). 

• Avoid contact with garbage, dirt, sand, dust, water, toxic gases, salt, etc. 
as this may cause damage to the camera. If rain or drops of water get onto 
the camera, please wipe dry. 

• Refer to "Precautions When Using an SD Memory Card / MultiMediaCard" 
(p. 17) regarding the SD Memory Card / MultiMediaCard. 

• Be sure to use the rechargeable lithium-ion battery D-LI8 provided for this 
camera. If you use any other battery the camera may be damaged or 
malfunction.

• The liquid crystal panel used in the LCD display is manufactured using 
extremely high precision technology. Although the level of functioning 
pixels is 99.99% or better, you should be aware that 0.01 % or fewer of the 
pixels may not illuminate or may Illuminate when they should not. However, 
this has no effect on the recorded image.

Charging the Battery 



When using the camera for the first time or when the [Battery depleted.' 
message is displayed, charge the battery.

Connect the AC plug cord to the battery charger. 

Plug the AC plug cord into the power outlet. 

Place the battery in the charger so that the PENTAX 
name is visible. 

The charging indicator lights red while the battery is charging and 
changes to green when charging is completed. 

When charging is completed, remove the battery from 
the battery charger. 

The time required for full charge is about 100 minutes maximum. 
The appropriate ambient temperature range for charging the 
battery is 0°C-40°C (32°F to 104°F). 
The charging time may vary depending on the ambient 
temperature and charging conditions. 

When the battery reaches the end of its service life, the time that 
the camera can be operated becomes shorter even when the 
battery is fully charged. In this event, replace the battery. 

Always charge the battery after purchasing or when it has not 
been used for a long time. 

Do not use the battery charger D-BC8 to charge the battery other 
than the rechargeable lithium-ion battery D-LI8, as the charger 
may overheat or be damaged. 

If the battery is inserted correctly but the charging indicator fails to 
light, the battery may be faulty. Replace with a new battery.

Installing the Battery 



Install the battery provided. When using the camera for the first time, 
charge the battery before installing.

Slide the battery/card cover in the direction indicated 
by the arrow and flip the cover open. 

Insert the battery with ▲ symbol facing toward the LCD 
monitor while using the side of the battery to press the 
battery lock lever in the direction indicated by the 
arrow. 

Close the battery/card cover. 

To remove the battery, release the battery by using your finger to press 
the battery lock lever in the same direction as when you inserted the 
battery, and pull the battery out.

Do not remove the battery when the camera is turned on. 

If you do not intend to use the camera for a long time, remove the 

battery. 

If the camera is left without the battery for a long time, the date 
setting will be reset. 

Insert the battery correctly. If the battery is incorrectly oriented, it 
may cause malfunction. 

Do not twist the battery/card cover more than is necessary when 
it is open. Doing so may damage the cover.

If you intend to use the LCD monitor for a long time or connect the camera 
to a PC, use of the AC adapter D-AC8 (optional) is recommended.

Make sure that the camera is turned off when connecting or 
disconnecting the AC adapter. 

IVIal^e sure that the AC plug cord and connecting cord are inserted 
securely. If the cord becomes disconnected while you are taking 
pictures, the data may be lost. 

When using the AC adapter D-AC8, be sure to read the operation 
manual accompanying the AC adapter. 
When connecting the DC terminals, be sure to match the M 
symbols. Inserting the plugs with too much force may damage 
them. 





This camera uses an SD Memory Card and MultiMediaCard. Captured 
images are recorded on tlie SD Memory Card / MultiMediaCard if a card 
is inserted (□ icon on the LCD monitor), or in the Built-in memory if no 
card is inserted (in icon on the LCD monitor). Make sure that the 
camera is turned off before inserting or removing the SD Memory Card / 
MultiMediaCard.

(the side with the ▲ symbol) is facing toward the LCD 
monitor and push the card in until it clicks.

Very occasionally, data stored In the Bullt-ln memory becomes unreadable. As 
a backup measure, we recommend that you download Important data to a PC or 
store the data In a media other than the Bullt-ln memory. 



Precautions When Using a SD IVIemory Card / IVIultilVlediaCard 

• Make sure that the camera Is turned off before opening the battery/Card cover 

• The SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard Is equipped with write-protect switch 
a write-protect switch. Setting the switch to [LOCK] 
protects the existing data by prohibiting recording of new 
data, deletion of existing data or formatting of the card. ^ 




• Care should be taken if you remove the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard 
immediately after using the camera, as the card may be hot. 

• Do not remove the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard or turn the camera off 
while data is being recorded on the card or transferred to PC using USB cable 
as this may cause the data to be lost or the card to be damaged. 

• Do not bend the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard or subject It to violent 
impact. Keep It away from water and store away from high temperature. 

• Be sure to format unused SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard or SD Memory 
Card / MultlMedlaCard that have been used on another camera. Refer to 
"Formatting a SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard and the Bullt-ln memory" 
(p. 96) for Instructions on formatting. 

• Never remove the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard during formatting as this 
may cause the card to be damaged and become unusable. 

• The data on the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard may be erased in the 
following circumstances. Pentax does not accept any liability for data that is 
erased 

• when the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard Is mishandled by the user. 

• when the SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard Is exposed to atlc electricity or 
electrical Interference. 

• when the card has not been used for a long time. 

• when the card is ejected, the AC adapter is disconnected or the battery is 
removed while the data on the card is being accessed. 

• The SD Memory Card / MultlMedlaCard has a limited service life. If it is not 
used for a long time, the data on the card may become unreadable.

Using the Shutter Release Button ^^^^^^^^^^^^^H 

The shutter release button works in a two-step action. 
• Press halfway 

When the shutter release button is pressed lightly (halfway), the focus, 
exposure and white balance are locked. 

The shutter speed and aperture settings are only displayed when the 
shutter release button is pressed lightly (halfway). 
You can find the following information on the LCD monitor, the status 
lamp and the flash lamp. 

1 . Autofocus frame 

If the subject is in focus, the frame will light green. If the subject is out of 
focus, the frame will not be displayed.

As our eyes are positioned about 6 - 7 cm apart, tliere is a very sligiit 
deviation between wliat we see witli our riglit eye and wliat we see witli 
our left eye. The difference is processed by our brain to produce a three- 
dimensional image. This principle is applied to taking and viewing 3D 
pictures. 

3D pictures can be viewed by the parallel method where the left and right 
lines of vision are virtually parallel, as when looking at a distant scene, 
or the cross method where the left and right lines of vision are crossed, 
as when you cross your eyes.
